The Bureau of Engraving today 


submitted to the postmaster a tenta- 
tive fo^m to be used by depositors 
in making deposits 
in the postal 


, banks, with the special stamps to be 


used. The sample is a caid about five 
by three inches asd is divided into 
ten squares. In the upper left hand 
square is printed the design of the 
proposed 
10-cent 
stamp and 
each 


card when full would represent one 
dollar in value, which is the minimum 
amount that can be deposited. The 
idea is to sell the cards with one 
stamp already affixed for 10 cents. 
The stamp are to- be had at all pos- 
tal bank offices and whenever ten

One negro was dragged from

street car and severely beaten. 


Situation in Georgia. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 4.—Trouble be- 


tween the blacks and whites as an, 
outgrowth of Johnson-Jeffries flght 
was narrowly averted tonight when 
the police arrested 
half 
a 
dozen 


whites and one negro. The black yell- 
ed: 
"Hurrah for Johnson!" on a 


irowded downtown street. 
'He held 


'. knife in his hand, and in an in- 
stant several white men had struck 
him. The police used their clubs free- 
ly after the whites had chased the 
negro into an alley. 


The streets are thronged with men 


of both races in a nasty humor, but 
the police are vigilant and say they 
can prevent trouble. 


The •first disorder arose 
at 
the 


Grand Opera house, where a mixed 
audience heard the fight bulletins 
read. Later, some negroes started a 
parade to celebrate the victory of 
their fellow-black. 
This the police 


stopped at once. 
On the order of the 
police com- 


mission, the mounted men, the re- 
serves and the detectives force we're 
called out and the downtown streets 
patrolled.

Pittsburg, Pa, July 4.—Less than 


half an hour after the flght result 
\Y.as announced three rjot calls were, 
sent in from two police precincts in 
the Negro Hill district. 


Street cars were held up and in- 


sulting epithets were hurled at the 
passengers. 


Patrolmen have been summoned to 


this district from all sections of the 
city. 
New Orleans Negro Severely Beaten. 


'Mew Orleans, La., July 4.—While a 


throng of thousands 
were 
gathered 


along nawspaper row in Camp street 
this afternoon awaiting the returns 
from the Jeffries-Johnson fight, a ne- 
gro set up the shout, "Hurrah for 
Johnson." He was seized by a number 
of youthful bystanders and severely 
beaten, but was finally rescued by 
policemen.

Number of Fights in Fort Worth. 
Port Worth, Tex., July 
4.—'Every 


available man of the police depart- 
ment, special officer, have been on 
duty tonight to quell disorders aris- 
ng from the Johnson-Jeffries fight. 


Numerous affrays among white men 


have occurred on street corners and 
n saloons and several negroes who 
ihouted for Johnson have been rough- 
y handled by whites. The outcome of 
he big fight caused general disgust 
and dissatisfaction here, where Jef- 
ries was a hot favorite, and those 
who lost money on the battle are ex- 
•eedingly sore and t*9!ly provoSee 
nto quarrels or affrays.

St Louis, Mo., July '4.—Rioting in 
negro section of St. Louis at Mark- 
t street and Jefferson avenue to)' 
owed quickly upon the announce- 
ment that Jack Johnson was the vic- 
or in the Reno prize fight. 


The Eighth District police respond- 


d to a riot call, but were powerless 
o cope with the negroes, who were 
locking traffic and making threats. 
A second call to the Central District 
rought out a score of •policemen. The 
egroea were clubbed into submission 


and dispersed.

ocking into Charleston. Alarmed by 
hreats of lynching, Sheriff Culp ap- 
ealed to Governor Hadley for assist- 
nce by telephone and swore in a 
umber of deputies. 
The 
sheriffs 


ere powerless to check the mob, 
owever. It required two hours to 
reak into the jail. The men rushed 


upon the frightened negroes at 3:30 
clock and with y.ells took them out- 
de. One negro was hanged immedi- 
:ely 
in the jail yard, after he had 


infessed. The other negro was hur- 
ed into an automobile and taken to 


spot where he had hidden the re- 


oiver with which 'Fox was shot. This 
cayon was obtained, the negro was 
ken back to Charleston. 
In the presence of nearly five thou- 
nd people the second negro was 
mgfd from the yard arm of a croes- 
g sign. The mob was bent on burn- 
g the negro section or Charleston, 
ut cooler heads prevailed and quiet 


restored late Sunday night. A 


coroner's 
iury_ tonight 
returned 
a 


verdict to the effect that "the negroes 
camj to their deaths at the hands of 
parties unknown."
